REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The Applicant stated that, "Even if it is proper to apply programming via data storage locations of Smith, as proposed, only a 
single programming line 1 91 of McCarthy is available such that only a programable data storage location is used to adjust the 
capacitive elements. This is not the same as the claimed limitations which specify that the capacitive array is adjustable through 
use of a plurality of programmable data storage elements, not a single programmable data storage element. As such, the 
proposed combination of Shen, McCarthy, and Smith does not teach the limitations of Claim 1". In reponse to the Applicant, 
McCarthy disclose capacitor matrixes (see fig. 1 A and fig. 2), wherein at least one capacitance value is selected from the 
capacitor banks through the use of plurality of fuses. Shen disclose such a programmable filter having at least one capacitance 
value selected through the use of fuses or from the plurality of data storage locations. Both references disclose such method of 
programmable tunable filter. Therefore, the combination is proper and thus the limitation is met. Furthermore, according to the 
specification (see fig. 2/no. 256 and fig. 5/no. 554), there is only one output programming line (see fig. 2/no. 260 and fig. 5/no. 
558) from the Serial Control. Should one of ordinary skill in the art also assume that the same analogy applied?.
